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(57) Abstract: The present invention relates to a method 
of treating pulp in connection with the bleaching of chem- 
ical pulp, said method comprising treating of the pulp in at 
least an ozone, chlorine dioxide or alkali phase and there- 
after washing of the pulp in a washing device having an 
E 10 value of at least 3, whereby washing liquid is intro- 
duced into the washing device countercurrently in relation 
to the pulp and filtrate is discharged from the washing de- 
vice. At first the pulp is washed in the washing device so 
that the washing liquid is filtrate obtained from the wash- 
ing device itself and the amount of thus circulated wash- 
ing liquid is 1.5 - 3.5 t/adt pulp, whereafter the pulp is 
washed with liquid introduced from outside the washing 
device, the amount of said liquid being such that the di- 
lution factor in the latter wash is less than 1 t/adt and that 
the total amount of washing liquid used in the washing 
device is such that the dilution factor is more than 0 t/adt. 
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
